You may or may not have cheered 
the recent visits of Sir Winston 
Churchill and Mr. Eden, but if 
you’re a devotee of foreign dolls, 
there’ll be a “Hear, Hear” for their 
compatriots, “Mark Mountie” and 
“Jackie Tar.” From the work- 
rooms of Norah Welling in Shrop- 
Shire come these dimpled young 
Britons with that special Norah 
highlight in their flirty brown eyes. 
Velveteen for their uniforms, flesh 
cloth heads and hands, seven inches 
is their stature. 


The Canadian Mountie’s coat is 
as red as his lovable lips; there’s 


puttees and brown velvet boots and 
felt hat—No. 296M at $2.75.

Their prettily painted swivel heads, 
their movable joints at knee and 
elbow as well as hip and shoulder, 
add much realism. Trudy’s pedi- 
gree page explains her handsome 
material as from Zurich, the silk 
weaver’s city, while Laurette’s tells 
of the famed Lion and the Lantern 
in her canton of the lakes. They 
are beauties! 1054Z% — Zurich girl 
at $14.95. 1054L — Lucerne girl 
at $14.95. 


Less expensive but lovely Swiss 
imports are made of some material, 
a matt plastic that looks flesh-like. 
These variously, but all authentic, 
costumed girls come in two sizes 
and are definitely collector class.

— 5” Girl at $3.75. 


And from the tropics, a voodoo 
drummer boy, Christophe of Haiti.

And We Do Mean GLASS 


We're nosey when it comes to 
prying inte the business of old 
dolls. Not only is it our pleasure 
to dig up doll family skeletons— 
but we tattle, too! So when there 
was a note that Miss Eva Kaiser 
would be interested in other “glass” 
dolls, off went a letter saying that 
our business had been to answer so 
many questions, but now it’s ask- 
ing. Did she really mean glass? 
In answer:— 

“My solid, clear glass doll stands 
3 inches tall in her applied, black 
glass, flat shoes. She has good 
features and reddish blonde hair 
arranged in a knot applied in glass. 
Soft blue, glass dress with ruffles, 
all applied to the glass doll is very 
well done. I rather think she is 
of foreign origin, for the old couple 
who had owned this doll had trav- 
eled abroad extensively. It is over 
70 years old. Some may call her 
a Frozen Charlotte, but I call her 
Rigid Jenny.” 


It’s always a tingling adventure 
to browse around, choosing which 
of the precious old dolls will be 
chosen to tell about, in a forth- 
coming Doll Talk. One could eas- 
ily imagine eager anticipation or 
coyness, a bit of preening, perhaps 
in the glass or painted eyes, but 
never a sulking bow mouth on “the 
girl I left behind me!” For in- 
stance, “Ruthie” really flirts, ro"; 
her big blue eyes, and she couldn’t 
be left behind because she walks, 
too. Yes, Ruthie is a key-wind 
mechanical, a pretty, walking 
bisque girl of smooth, rich texture. 
Her applied type ears are pierced 
from front to back and she has a 
specially made brown hair wig with 
below-the-waist curls. There is a 
big key which fits into her left 
side. Wind her up, hold down on 
her shoulders a bit and she walks 
via clockwork. Seventeen inches 
tall; dressed prettily in old cotton 
frock, all in perfect condition.

There are a couple of little ones 
with those rougish side turned eyes, 
not movable, flirting ones like 
Ruthie’s, but these are still rather 
scarce little characters. Seven inch 
Girlie, Heubach, has a composition 
body, but smoothest bisque head 
with a Kewpy-like mouth, sleeping, 
blue, side turned eyes, light brown 
wig, original old frock and bonnet. 
No. A297—$15.00. 
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Buddy is the same quality. Sev- J 


en and a half inches tall, closed 
mouth, set eyes that look out the 
corner and very cute original 
clothes, even with six three holed 
china buttons on his jacket. Brown 
wig and straw hat, old white socks 
and shoes. His markings not Hue- 
bach, but R-37-A. No. 298—$13.50. 


A dozen other little ones clam- 
ored for a chance at new homes. 
Another dusky pink Heubach is a 
sprite of a tot, four and three quar- 
ters inches tall, with a definite 
smile and a “Dresden” (glazed) 
band ’round her hair. Arms are 
jointed but bisque, legs molded to- 
gether to pretty bare feet. Adora- 
ble, short frock is hand-made tur- 
quoise lace matching in hue, her 
head-band. No. A246—$11.50. 


This choice, small sized group are 


mainly from a collection started . 


about twenty-five years ago, and 
kept to personality types. Most of 
these dolls were much older and 
collector items even then. The 
choicest is a four and a half inch 
parian boy with side parted hair, 
lovely finish and full shoulders. 
He has the most unusual little old 


legs, the tops being a pink like the 


pale tint of his head, then glazed 
white china socks and purple lus- 
tre shoes, all so very tiny, less than 
one inch high; all original with 
cloth body and parian arms. 4%” 
tall, undressed. No. A252—$29.00. 


A dear blonde parian girl that 
originally came with him, is 4%” 
tall, beautiful, all original and per- 
fect with wide “1860” hair styling, 
lovely white arms and legs with 
flat shoes. She has all original 
clothes, too, No. A340—$25.-00. 
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@ Much less expensive, but a per- 
sonality tad with big, side turned 
eyes and tiny pouty mouth, is 4%.” 
“Baby Blue Bows.” Satin smooth 
bisque, jointed Kewpie like arms. 
She looks much like a Rose O’Neil 
creation. Naked, except for enamel 
blue slippers and hair bows. No.

White bisque, smooth and inter- 
estingly modeled Baby Bing is 
3%” long. He wears a blue topped 
vest, modeled and a bit wrinkled; 
wire jointed hips and _ shoulders. 
Why “Bing?” We think he looks 
like Crooner Crosby, must have 
back about the time this doll was 
made.

Sleepy time boy is a tiniest sleep- 
er, only 2%” tall bisque; short 
bobbed wig, crocheted romper and 
cap.

Another bisque in crochet—plus 
lace, bows and posies, is labeled 
“Miss Prissy.” Her blonde curls 
are so even, her features so pretty 
with little pink lines over her blue 
eyes, like you’d find on old chinas. 
Thin, daintily cupped hands, blue, 
ribbed stockings, strap slippers, all 
bisque 5” tall, hidden joints, Circa 
1900. No. A301—$14.00. 


Next a couple of inseparable 
pairs. Babies Adam and Eve and 
a rolly eyed boy and girl whom 
their owner valued as very unus- 
ual. They are 5” German bisque 
tots. She the more fair complex- 
ioned and with hair bows, but both 
have tufts of modeled brown hair 
above the ears and top center. Eye- 
brows slant, pixie style, heads tilt 
downwards; there are enamel high

The Adam and Eve, Germany 
marked bisques, are 4” jointed, 
swivel neck infants with round 
open mouths. Their newborn baby 
heads and rather small limbs are in 
correct proportion for such recent 
arrivals, yet in Eve’s clutching 
right hand there is an apple! No.

And now, our big composition six 
with their names and pictures. 
“Betsy” is an adult, a sweetly seri- 
ous faced early one whose head 
alone is. eight inches tall. There are

is thirty inches and there’s a label

WHICH WITCH? 

Like the Hoosier children in one 
of Riley’s best loved old poems— 
we’ve been “listenin’ to the witch 
tales that Annie tells about.” Yes, 
the Victorian wooden that we called 
“Welsh” in last month’s “Speaking 
of Antiques,” has been identified as 
a witch or Fortune doll. We will 
continue,’ not with Orphan Annie, 
but R. C. Mathes, whom we asked 
for their reasons, and were de- 
lightfully enlightened as follows: 

“The Witch doll just received 
from you is a welcome addition to 
our group of three little ladies who 
also have long red capes. Likewise 
they all have the little frilled cap 
tight on the head under their 
regular headgear, be it bonnet, 
hood or hat. Two of them are 
pediar dolls with jointed wooden 


bodies; one being a typical penn 

wooden, but the other with a face 
of wax. The third, on a body built 
up on a wire frame, has a face 
shaped from kid leather. She car- 
ries a lantern and has a larze 
hood to her red cape so that she 
may go out in any kind of weather. 
Her costume is that adopted by 
Florence Nightingale for her nurs- 
ing order. This costume we think 
was a rather common type of vil- 
lage dress in the British Isles in 
the 18th and early part of the 19th 
century. The ‘witch doll from you, 
we think, was made as a fortune 
telling game or device. She ro- 
tates freely on a vertical wire or 
spindle set in the base. When she 
comes to rest, her ivory cane will 
point to one of a number of ‘for- | 
tunes’ arranged radially about her.” S 
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SHE'S NOT ON COMMISSION 

Mrs. T. W. Alderson (Michigan) 
tells us of a “Trick” she’d like to 
share: Doubtless you’ve had ques- 
tions about haw to display dolls 
outside of glass cabinets and still 
have the dolls remain free from 
dust, but clearly seen. I wrap each 
doll in the new plastic called 
“Saran Wrap,” put out by the 
Dow Company. Being clear, it is 
easily seen through; it sticks to 
itself at just a touch, so the doll 
is in an air tight, transparent cas- 
ing. “Saran Wrap” is inexpensive 
and obtainable at most food mar- 
kets. 

Plastic bags were not the right 
size for the many sizes of dolls and 
were bulky at the base. Hope the 
“Saran” method will solve other 
people’s problems like it has mine. 


A TANGENT HOBBY 

Although Virginia Greenwell lives 
up on the shores of Lake Erie, she 
gets materials azd the germ of 
her idea from Berkeley, California. 
The idea? Well, it’s miniature 
Chinese gardens built into the 
bowl of an Oriental porcelain soup 
spoon. Her southern cousin had 
made even tinier ones—on a large 
button, with bits of live cactus, 
étc., but Mrs. Greenwell has dried 
mosses, shells and Ming materials 
sent to her for her Chinese settings. 
The tangent, of course, is that inch 
high sages and coolies, mandarins 
and mother’n-laws inhabit these 
scenes. They’re enameled clay fig- 
urines, but dolls to us. Hope you : 
sell a lot of them, V. G. In the a 
Cleveland News story, they looked : 
most alluring.

A “Q” AND PERHAPSES 


Cecil Perry writes the follow- 
ing, which you may well enjoy 
cogitating; besides, who knows— 
maybe some of you may have 
further information on this par- 
ticular antique: 


“Well, here is all I have found 
out about ‘Belton’ dolls. 

“After reading several old 
French books, corresponding with 
people in France, and with people 
who have correspondents in the 
museums and among the dealers 
of Paris, I have concluded that 
Belton never made a marked doll, 
perhaps never made a doll at all. 


“Mr. Belton is mentioned in 1844 
in a report which says that Messrs. 
Belton and Jumeau had exhibited 
some very beautiful dolls, both un- 
dressed and dressed. From this 
notice, he might possibly have been 
a partner of Jumeau, perhaps not 
engaged in the manufacturing end 


at all. 


“I have read that the Belton 
dolls wore shoes marked M. B. In 
my own experience I have had two 
Brus, supposedly all original, which 
wore shoes marked M. B., although 
the dolls were definitely marked 
BRU. 

“One dealer told me that if the 
doll has an almost solid head, 
with an indentation on top and 
two holes in this indentation, it is 
a Belton. I have examined sev- 
eral of these but all of them 
looked like German manufacture. 
If Monsieur Belton made _ dolls 
later than 1850, isn’t it logical 
that they would be mentioned 
somewhere? I have never been 
able to find any such mention.”
